Engoleſme in Fraunce, and his ſon Henry the third hauing ma- 
ried fiſt a daughter of the Earle of prouence,and|ſecondly french 
Marguerit fter to Phillip the fayer:found in the/ſeueral dayes of 
theyr raignes , the French king to be no better then a pricke in 
theyr (ides,taking part againſt them and prouoking theyr people 
to be,as it vyerethornes in theyr feete. Edvyard theſecond ſuc- 


ceding his aunceſters aſwell in theyr ynhappy folly, as in theyre
